Housing battle 
cost us £207k

MORE than £207,000 in legal costs 
has been spent by two councils fight¬ 
ing over future housing development, 
Luton on Sunday can reveal. 

Luton Borough Council has spent a 
total of £109,922 on a judicial review 
challenging Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s outline approval for plans to 
build homes and retail space in 
Houghton Regis. 

The council also forked out £12,415 
attending a separate hearing where 
Central Beds was criticised for not co¬ 
operating on its housing plans. 

Central Beds spent £48,666 on the 
judicial review and £37,500 on the 
planning hearing. 

Luton said the legal costs could be 
offset by the number of affordable 


homes the town could gain if its 
challenge is successful. 

A spokesman said: “The fundamen¬ 
tal issue at stake throughout this pro¬ 
cess has been to get Central 
Bedfordshire Council to fulfil its duty 
to cooperate in the preparation of a 
strategy to address Luton’s very 
significant unmet housing need over 
the next 15 to 20 years.” 

The council wants Central Beds to 
increase the amount of housing allo¬ 
cated to Luton residents in any future 
developments. 

Andrew David, from Central 
Bedfordshire’s planning team, said his 
council was in an ‘unavoidable posi¬ 
tion of having to appoint Counsel to 
defend and protect a much-needed 
development that will deliver nation¬ 
ally important infrastructure’. 

Luton’s legal spend came to light fol¬ 


lowing a Freedom of Information 
request submitted by parliamentary 
candidate Katie Redmond. It was dis¬ 
tributed to media outlets in the town. 

She said: “This is not what people 
want their tax spent on when they are 
facing service cuts and they are won¬ 
dering where their money is going. 

She added: “I think Luton should 
accept the offer from Central 
Bedfordshire and start developing 
because there is an urgent need for 
housing..” 

Her sentiments were echoed by Cllr 
David Franks, leader of the Luton 
Liberal Democrats, who said: “The 
absolutely disgraceful war of words 
between Central Bedfordshire and 
Luton has been going for years and 
years. It is costing taxpayers money 
and getting in the way of sensible co¬ 
operation between the two councils.” 


Man pleads guilty to child abuse 


A GANG of paedophiles raped and 
abused young children in attacks that 
were live streamed over the internet, a 
court heard on Friday. 

Among them was Bedfordshire man 
Robin Hollyson, who pleaded guilty to 
sexual assault and a number of rapes on 
a baby. 

Prosecutor Robert Davies told the jury 
at Bristol Crown Court that five of the 
gang had pleaded guilty to a range of 
offences, including rape of a child and 
conspiracy to rape a child 
during 2013 and 2014. 


He added: “This prosecution will take 
you into a world you wish did not exist. 

“The evidence exposes the shocking 
interest a group of men had in sexually 
abusing children and babies.” 

Christopher Knight, 35, of Manchester; 
Adam Toms, 33, of Somerset; David 
Harsley, 51, of Humberside and Matthew 
Lisk, 35, of Sussex, also entered guilty 
pleas for a range of offences. 

Two of the men have denied the charg¬ 
es put to them. John Denham, 49, of 
Wiltshire, and Matthew Stansfield, 34, 
of Hampshire, have denied charges of 


conspiracy to rape a child and are on 
trial. 

The court heard none of the parents of 
the children involved had any idea their 
sons were being abused. 

The group were arrested between 
September 11-25 after police used IP 
addresses to track Hollyson. The men 
would connect to the ‘dark web’ - a 
secret untraceable internet - and used 
Skype and other video conferencing 
software to ‘meet up’ online, the court 
heard. 

The trial continues. 



£3k of damage in 15 minutes

Victims face long 
wait as officers 


response 
999 calls

CRIME victims in the county have seen 
the biggest increase in waiting times 
for police officers to respond to emer¬ 
gency calls, new figures have revealed. 

The average wait for a response to a 
999 call in England and Wales increased 
by 17 per cent between 2011 and 2014, 
according to a Freedom of Information 
request released by the Labour Party. 

Bedfordshire saw the biggest rise, 
with the average response time going 
from seven minutes to 11 minutes - a 
rise of 57 per cent. 

It was followed by Devon and 
Cornwall, which saw a rise from six 
minutes to nine minutes. 

Twenty out of 27 forces in England and 
Wales which replied to the request said 
response times had gone up, with just 
two saying they had fallen. 

The data covered the highest priority 
999 calls between the hours of 11pm 
and 6am. 


time to

Superintendent Mark Upex, from 
Bedfordshire Police, said the force was 
changing the way it operated so it could 
reduce the response time, especially to 
calls in rural areas. 

He said: “We are aware of our response 
times to emergency calls and are put¬ 
ting a number of measures in place to 
improve our service. 

“We are a small force and have to bal¬ 
ance dealing with a high demand in our 
urban areas with also covering a large 
rural area. 

“We have invested in technology such 
as mobile data which means officers are 
now able to work away from stations 
and thus be able to respond to incidents 
nearby. 

“We have also brought in an Automatic 
Vehicle Location System which allows 
us to identify and deploy the nearest 
officers to an incident.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins added that the figures showed 
the force was stretched due to ‘historic 
underfunding’.

Labour deputy to stand in

THE vice-chairwoman of 
the town’s Labour Party has 
been chosen to stand in 
place of a councillor sus¬ 
pended over alleged expens¬ 
es irregularities. 

Last week, Luton on Sunday 
revealed that Khtija Malik, 
who used to represent the 
Challney Ward, had been 
suspended by the party and 
was ineligible to stand in 
next month’s elections. 

Luton Borough Council is 
investigating expenses she

In a state¬ 
ment, the Labour Party said 
Yasmin Waheed ‘has been 
active in the Labour Party 
and in the community for 
over 20 years’. 

Mrs Waheed was involved 
in setting up the Chaul End 
Development Trust as well 
as a pre-school. 

All of the council’s 48 seats 
will be up for election next 
month.

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Village shock over 
legal high syringe

A NEEDLE found among 
discarded ‘legal high' canis¬ 
ters near a village hall car 
park has shocked and ‘sur¬ 
prised’ residents. 

The items were found by 
Harlington resident Andrew 
Fildes last Friday when he 
was walking his dog.

“In the evening there are 



always teen¬ 
agers out there 
having a smoke 
but this is the first time I’ve 
come across anything that 
could be more sinister. 

“It looks like this is a place 
where kids around here go. I 
think it’s probably low-level 
stuff and we do not need to 
get a SWAT team in, but we 
probably need to deter them.” 

Bedfordshire Police said it 
had not received any reports 
about the items but issued a 
statement warning about the 
dangers of legal highs. 

A spokeswoman said: “Just 


because a substance is mar¬ 
keted as being ‘legal’, it does 
not mean it is safe. 

“It’s not always clear what 
ingredients such substances 
are made up of, or what effect 
it is likely to have on you.”

Explosion leaves 
pair with injuries

INVESTIGATIONS are ongo¬ 
ing after a gas explosion lit 
up a home and injured two 
people in the early hours of 
Friday morning, police have 
confirmed. 

Just before 2am 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service was called to the 
scene of a ground-floor prop¬ 
erty in Chesford Road, Luton. 

Two people were harmed in 
the incident, with one person 


suffering minor burns and at 
least one person receiving 
trauma treatment from para¬ 
medics. Both a rapid response 
vehicle and an ambulance 
attended the scene and the 
burn victim was taken to 
Lister Hospital. 

Police have confirmed that 
two men have been arrested 
in connection with the inci¬ 
dent and that butane gas is 
believed to have caused the 
explosion. 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “A 23-year- 
old man has been arrested on 


suspicion of possession of a 
controlled substance with 
intent to supply and is cur¬ 
rently being held in police 
custody. 

“Another 25-year-old man 
has also been arrested but is 
being treated in hospital for 
superficial burn injuries. 

“A cordon remains in place 
while investigations into 
what caused the explosion 
continue.” 

The incident reportedly 
started in the kitchen but 
there was no fire when emer¬ 
gency services arrived.

A DUNSTABLE film which took five years to 
produce is to have its premier later this month 
after securing a distribution deal. 

In The Blood, shot by Control Films, which is 
run by Darren Pratt from Dunstable and Mark 
Abrahams from Toddington, will show at The 
Grove Theatre at 7.30pm on April 21. 

It was filmed in the town last year and depicts 
the story of Johnny (Skins actor Joe Cole), a 
heroin addict who is forced to help a violent 
gang break into a safe following the death of his 
grandfather. 

Mr Pratt said Control Films secured a nation¬ 
wide release deal because of their local support 
and after being crowned the Breakthrough 
Talent of 2014 at Film London. 

The film was originally called Peterman, but 
the name was changed after the distribution 
company said it was too obscure. 

Mr Pratt added: “We had the exposure through 
social media networks. A lot of funding came 
from family and friends in Dunstable, so with¬ 
out that it would have never been made.” 

Tickets for the film have already gone on sale 
and Mr Pratt said they were selling fast as inter¬ 
est in the film was high locally. 

He added: “We have had our first review by the 
Daily Mail and they called it the British Reservoir 
Dogs. We hope to make another film with a big¬ 
ger budget and not have to beg, borrow and 
steal. 

“We have proved ourselves with what we’ve 
made. It’s taken us five years to do this but it’s 
been worth it. It has been tough.”

How did an 
author get 
on the map? 

THE naming of Austin Road in Barnfield starts 
with the birth of William Austin in 1850, the 
son of prominent local solicitor Thomas 
Erskine Austin. 

The 1871 census shows William to be a 
medical student but he eventually followed 
his father into the legal profession. 

Like his father, he did a lot of work for the 
council, but is best remembered as the man 
who wrote the second most significant book 
about Luton, the two-volume The History of 
Luton and its Hamlets, which was published 
shortly after his death in 1928. 

The developer of Austin Road was a local 
builder named Mr W. Reeves, who suggested 
Reeves Road to the council in 1930. 

But the council did not take his suggestion 
and instead decided to honour William. 

However, Reeves got his wish a year later 
when Reeves Avenue was accepted. 

And in 1956 a new school built in Austin 
Road was given the name William Austin.

Election day: Meet 


WITH the election now just four weeks 
away, it’s time to get to know the 
candidates vying for your vote in SOUTH 
WEST BEDFORDSHIRE and find out what 
they stand for... 



Should the Spare Room Subsidy/Bedroom 
Tax be abolished given the impact it’s had? 

AS: We need to manage our housing stock better 
to provide the larger properties to people who 
need them, to help people who are overcrowded 
or on waiting lists. 

Very few people have brought spare room subsidy 
cases to me recently. To reverse the policy would 
cost £1 billion over the next two years. Central 
Bedfordshire Council is building the new homes 
we need. 

DS: Certainly. The bedroom tax is a very 
unfair tax, with two thirds of those being 
affected having a disability. The coalition gov¬ 
ernment has imposed the Bedroom Tax on 
families who are already hard pressed to 
make ends meet. 

SR: No, but it should be reformed. The welfare 
budget had to be reduced and cutting back on 
housing benefits to people with more space than 
they needed was part of that. The change we 
would make is to only reduce people’s benefit if 
they have turned down an acceptable property. 
However, the best solution is to make sure that 
smaller houses and flats are available. Lib Dem 
plans to build new social housing will go a long 
way towards that. 

JVW: Yes - without a shadow of a doubt! 


What will be the biggest issue facing South 
West Beds over the next four years? 

AS: The biggest issue facing SW Beds over the 
next few years is how to provide high skilled, well 
paid jobs. The new University Technical College in 
Houghton Regis, the new Engineering and 
Construction skills centre in Leighton Buzzard, 
and the rebuild of Central Beds College along with 
the building of the A5-M1 link road, will all help 
achieve this. 

DS: I see the biggest issue being the need to 
accommodate essential additional housing in 
the most suitable locations, with adequate 
infrastructure including employment and 
affordable housing. There is much new hous¬ 
ing planned but a big question mark over how 
much is going to be affordable. We also need 
adequate school provision. 

SR: How and whether the next government deals 
with the deficit. Unlike Labour, Lib Dems know 
the deficit must be eliminated. Unlike the Tories, 
we are prepared to tax the wealthy. 

JVW: Housing. The problem which seems set 
to continue revolves around the granting of 
planning permission for huge numbers of 
houses, often on green fields, with very little 
concern given to the vital aspect of infra¬ 
structure.

How should the provision of gypsy and 
traveller sites be dealt with in this area? 

AS: I set out my views on gypsy and traveller 
planning policy in a debate I called for in 
Parliament recently. I want to see one planning 
system for everyone as I believe that having a 
separate policy for gypsies and travellers does not 
serve them well or promote community cohesion.

I would much prefer 
well run, legal sites to illegal sites and Central 
Beds will have to find more land. However, this 
doesn’t mean spending a fortune or building on 
the greenbelt. 

JVW: There must be one law in this country 
for everyone, and all citizens must abide by 
the law of the land. Political correctness and 
discretion prevents me from commenting fur¬ 
ther.

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Fake letter mum 
spared jail term

A SINGLE mum who forged a 
job letter in an attempt to get 
bail for a friend was told by a 
judge on Wednesday that she 
was ‘naive and very stupid’. 

But Judge David Farrell QC 
did not send Katie Cox, 32, to 
jail, and said it was ‘unfair’ 
that the people who put her 
up to faking the letter had not 
been prosecuted. 

Prosecutor Isabel Delamere 
told Luton Crown Court that 


Cox had been asked by a male 
friend to provide a letter 
offering employment to a 
woman who was being held 
on remand in Peterborough 
jail. 

The letter, which purported 
to come from Angel Hair and 
Beauty in Bedford Road, 
Barton-le-Clay, said the 
woman would be employed 
as a nail technician, and was 
signed by Cox. 

An officer in the case con¬ 
tacted the owner of the 
salon to make further checks, 
only to be told she had not 


sent out any letter. 

Cox, of Long Close, Luton, 
who has a five-year-old 
daughter, admitted commit¬ 
ting acts intended to pervert 
the course of justice. 

Defence barrister Tomas 
McGarvey said: “She is work¬ 
ing and bringing up a young 
child. She pleaded guilty at 
the earliest opportunity. It 
was unusual that the police 
decided not to prosecute the 
others.” 

Cox was given a four month 
prison sentence, which was 
suspended for four months.

We arrived at the spa (once we’d navigated 
the slightly confusing layout of the grounds) at 
around 12 noon and headed straight for the 
pool, big white dressing gown and slippers in 
hand. 

My favourite part of the pool area is always 
the steam room. While some might consider it 
muggy, I adore being enveloped in the heat 
and could quite happy sink into a peaceful 
sleep. 

And what I loved about this particular steam 
room was - surprise surprise - the steam. 
Many I’ve been to in the past actually lack it, 
making it ah just that bit too cosy with the 
strangers you’re sharing with. But this little 
room was a sanctuary of thick, fragrant 
vapour, creating my own little world of relaxa¬ 
tion. The sauna, for me, was not so pleasant, 
but then I expected that going in. The heat in 
those arid wooden boxes is always too dry and 
Luton Hoo’s was no exception. 

After a token effort at swimming and a brief 
bubble in the hot tub it was time to move on to 
the bit I’d been looking forward to most: the 
back, neck and shoulder massage. 

We quietly tiptoed up the stairs (much like in 
a library, you had to wonder if a stern matronly 


figure would appear from nowhere to shush 
you should you make more noise than a 
mouse) to the private rooms where the treat¬ 
ments take place and waited a short while for 
our turn. 

I was up first and was led away to have my 25 
minute massage first, followed by another 25 
minute manicure treatment. 

The massage was utter heaven. With every 
movement of the therapist’s hands it felt like 
the stress and tension of everyday life was 
being drawn out of my skin. In fact it was so 
perfectly relaxing I very nearly gave over to 


sleep. The nail treatment however was not so 
enjoyable. Firstly, it lasted just about 15 min¬ 
utes let alone 25 and without wanting to be too 
judgmental, I’ve had better at far inferior facil¬ 
ities than these (I spoke to other ladies there 
the same day who faired even worse). 

Slightly disappointing manicure out of the 
way, the day then really perked up again when 
we reached the beautiful Mansion House for 
afternoon tea. On the menu was a variety of 
delectable finger sandwiches, a selection of 
cakes, some scrumptious scones with jam and 
cream and more tea and coffee than you could 


(or should) drink in a day. My mum and I were 
treated to far more than we could actually eat 
(even without having had lunch) and were 
given what we couldn’t manage to take home 
in a box - with the exception of the finger sand¬ 
wich leftovers which were sadly missing when 
we opened it up...

CATE Blanchett stars in this 
refreshing re-make of the classic 
Cinderella tale directed by 
Kenneth Branagh that revives 
the traditional magic of Disney. 

Finally, a decent live action ver¬ 
sion of Cinderella hits the big 
screen and manages to stick 
loyally to the Disney animation. 

We all know the story: an 
orphaned girl is kept as a servant 
by her wicked stepmother and 
ugly step sisters until her fairy 
godmother pays her a visit. 

Disney have been lucky to land 
Branagh to direct, who is more 
than capable of keeping the story 
moving along swiftly against 
stunning backdrops and tradi¬ 
tional values. 

Branagh succeeds where other 
Disney adaptations, like 


Maleficent and Mirror Mirror, 
missed the mark for a larger than 
life picture wrapped up in a neat 
candy-coloured package. 

Sophie McShera and Holliday 
Grainger are wicked fun as the 
harsh stepsisters and look like a 
pair of evil china dolls. 

Helena Bonham Carter is full of 
energy as the Tim Burton inspired 
fairy godmother, but with airi¬ 
ness as opposed to gothic chic. 

But it’s Cate Blanchett as the 
glamourous evil stepmother who 
gives the film its backbone as she 
sneers, smoulders and steals 


every scene. Branagh cleverly 
crafts depth to her character, 
complete with monologue about 
why she’s so bitter, but that 
doesn’t mean we’re meant to feel 
sympathy for her. 

With all this shining star talent 
it leaves the two leads Lily James 
and Richard Madden as Ella and 
the Prince in the shadows. 

Their roles are the least dazzling 
and in a film this vibrant, that’s 
saying something. Cinderella’s 
story is whittled down to house¬ 
work and a dramatic makeover 
with a dash of endearing opti¬ 


mism, which thankfully isn’t 
sickeningly sweet. 

From the moment Carter’s fairy 
godmother zaps pumpkins into 
carriages and lizards into courti¬ 
ers, the magic starts to wane. We 
begin to get bogged down in sen¬ 
timentality and the realisation 
that we’ve seen this tale plenty of 
times before on stage and screen. 

For a film that started out with 
such promise and originality, it’s 
a shame it turns into a cliche that 
just goes through the motions to 
reach that predictable happy 
ending. We give it: 3/5

The new ISAs will launch in the autumn through banks and 
building societies and be available to take out for up to four 
years for homes worth up to £450,000 in London and £250,000 
elsewhere. 

“This is a real boost for our local market as this will stimulate 
more buyer and seller activity. Aspiring home owners will get 
the chance to build an even greater deposit pot which, in time, 
can only help to get the local market moving. It is especially 
encouraging to couples who are buying for the first time as 
both are eligible to open a Help to Buy ISA and this could 
see them potentially receiving a £6,000 Government bonus 
towards their new home,” continues Jay.

New Ford Focus 

Take a look inside... 


The Ford Focus didn’t feel as if it 
needed to much remedial work 
done, but the latest updates 
give it a better-looking face, 
a more user-friendly interior, 
more efficient engines and some 
suspension tweaks that aim to 
remind us what made the Focus 
great in the first place. 

When this car goes on sale this 
November, buyers will find that 
the engine range has also been 
revised. The Focus petrol engine 
line-up now largely hinges 
around an efficient 1.5-litre 
EcoBoost unit available in either 
150 or 180PS outputs. Buyers 
can though, continue to opt for 
the 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
powerplant in 100 and 120PS 
guises that was chosen by a third 
of customers in the pre-facelift 
model - and a sub-1 OOg/km ver¬ 
sion has also been developed. 

Diesel drivers are catered for 
with a 1.5-litre TDCi power- 
plant available in 95 or 120PS 
outputs. The hot ST version 
should build on the brilliance 
of its junior sibling, the livewire 
Fiesta ST. 

Dynamically, the biggest 
change is the uprated dampers, 
but Ford have also fitted firmer 
bushings, reprogrammed the 
stability control to be more 
progressive and revised the 


electro-hydraulic steering. The 
net result is a car that’s quicker 
to react, yet more stable when 
thrown into extreme manoeu¬ 
vres, like an emergency lane 
change. Paddle-shift controls will 
be available as an option, both 
diesel and petrol. Focus custom¬ 
ers also enjoy a quieter ride, 
achieved by thicker carpets, 
thicker side window glass, and 
improved engine bay insulation. 

The interior has also been 
given a serious once-over. The 
fascia design is more intuitive, 
that button-strewn centre stack 
and steering wheel being tidied 
up considerably. The black 
satin trim and chrome detailing 
contribute to a cleaner aesthetic 
too. Many of the controls are 
now marshalled by the SYNC 
2 high-resolution, 8-inch colour 
touch screen system. This in¬ 
cludes voice control for ‘easier’ 
access to audio, navigation, 
climate control and compatible 
mobile phones. 

One thing that’s undoubtedly 
an improvement is practical¬ 
ity. The centre storage console 
offers more space as well as a 
new sliding, integrated armrest, 
accommodating a variety of bot¬ 
tles and cups with the capacity 
to simultaneously hold a litre 
water bottle and a 400ml cup.

Of course the 90 minutes on the Wirral 
were far from vintage and Mark Cullen 
had to mess with our emotions when his 
penalty kick was saved. 

There was Cam the man though and 
thanks to him burying the rebound there 
was finally something to cheer about. 

A run like that would prove terminal to 
the promotion aspirations of most clubs 
but, remarkably, Luton are still in the 
hunt for a play-off spot. 

In just a few short weeks the doom and 
gloom of the seven losses could be a dis¬ 
tant memory, replaced by the euphoria of 
back-to-back promotions. 

Obviously glory at Wembley will only be 
achieved if some of the wretched perfor¬ 
mances of the last month or so are not 
repeated, but if we are to get a play-off 
spot back, could slipping out of the top 
seven for a time in fact be a benefit? 

It sounds strange, but in a way I think it 
might. Momentum is often everything in 
a successful play-off campaign and to 
gain a berth now would mean a strong 
end to the campaign. 

There would surely be a buzz around 
the camp due to a doomed looking sea¬ 
son being rescued, with a natural enthu¬ 
siasm and determination to make the 
most of a second chance. 

This could be a better mood to be in 
than sitting in the play-off spots for weeks 
- with little chance of slipping out all 
together or making it into the top three 
for automatic promotion. 

In this situation a team would be wait¬ 
ing, perhaps complacently, for the end of 
season games to arrive and simply going 
through the motions. 

They could then be under-cooked come 
play-off time, as opposed to a team who 
have had everything to play for and have 
been in ‘cup final’ mode for some time. 

They say you don’t know what you’ve got 
until it’s gone and perhaps the pain of 
recent weeks could yet become a poten¬ 
tially pivotal moment of the season. 

It’s also interesting to note that had 
Luton started poorly, only to significantly 
improve and move up to the league posi¬ 
tion we are in now, then the mood around 
the camp would be much rosier. 

Yes, we all want instant success as foot¬ 
ball fans but it is easy to forget that we 
have just spent five years in non-league 
football playing teams who are a world 
away from us in terms of infrastructure 
and fan base. 

On some of the dark days this scenario 
would have been snapped up without a 
second thought so it’s important to look 
for the positives. The march to the 
Wembley arch, after all, is still on.

McGeehan sets sights 
on a permanent deal

CAMERON McGeehan revealed 
his hope of a permanent Luton 
Town deal this summer after scor¬ 
ing the winner against Tranmere 
Rovers on his 20th birthday. 

The Norwich City midfielder is 
currently enjoying his second 
loan spell at the Hatters. 

He helped the club to the 
Conference title last term and 
then in January signed until the 
end of this campaign following a 
spell at League Two rivals 
Cambridge United. 

Asked if he’d like to be a Luton 
player next season, McGeehan 
said: “Yeah, I’d be happy,” adding: 
“I think there is some stuff set.” 

As well as angling for a perma¬ 
nent home at Kenilworth Road, 
the former Chelsea youth also 
hopes Town can secure back-to- 
back promotions for the first time 
in their history. 

“It was the best feeling going up 


and getting promoted as a team,” 
the midfielder said of last term’s 
record-breaking title tilt, which 
returned the club to the Football 
League after a five-year exile. 

“I think it’s much tougher this 
year. It’s a tough league and there 
are no bad teams, even those at 
the bottom. I think every team is 
very similar and there is not much 
between them. Little fractions 
make all the difference.” 

McGeehan’s winner on the 
Wirral came from a rare penalty - 
their first since September 27 - 
but, like their three previous 
attempts from 12 yards, it took 
two efforts to hit the net with the 
midfielder supplying the rebound 
finish after Mark Cullen’s spot- 
kick was saved. 

The loan ace joked: “I actually 
wanted the penalty at first. I told 
Cully, ‘I’ll have it’. I think that’s 
the third rebounded penalty that’s 
gone in and [Alex] Lawless said to 
me, ‘make sure you follow it up 
because you’ll get a tap-in’, so he 
obviously didn’t trust Cully. 

“But it was actually a good strike. 


“If I hadn’t put it in Cully would 
have put it in anyway, but I was 
happy to score with my left foot. 

“It was my fifth league goal of 
the season so I’m quite happy with 
that as well.” 

The solitary strike was enough to 
end a dire seven-game losing 
streak in League Two and reignite 
hopes of gaining a play-off spot 
come the end of the season. 

On a personal level, McGeehan 
also benefitted from playing in an 
advanced role against Rovers, 
more akin to the freedom he was 
given while at Cambridge earlier 
in the season. 

“I’ve been stuck in limbo for the 
last few games, not knowing 
whether to push on, go and get a 
goal, or to sit,” he said. 

“That’s been addressed. I was 
playing high and that was my role. 

“We’ll see what happens for the 
rest of the season.” 

He added: “I’d just like to have a 
position. If I’m going to sit I’d be 
happy to sit and do that. 

“If I’m playing in a [number] ten 
[role], that’s what I like to do as 


well. I did it at Cambridge and 
scored a few goals. 

“That’s my fifth one this year, 
playing higher. I enjoy that and 
Luke Guttridge is a great one to 
learn from. He’s had a top career. 
He helps me a lot.” 

Manager John Still admitted 
after beating Rovers that 
McGeehan had struggled since 
returning to the club and the mid¬ 
fielder said: “It came hand-in- 
hand with the team not doing par¬ 
ticularly well. 

“It’s tough coming into a team 
that is doing really well and we 
were losing to teams and weren’t 
doing our best at the time. 

“It was tough to adapt to it. It’s a 
different style of play to what I’ve 
been used to. 

“I was here last year but coming 
back into it again and getting 
reacquainted with the style of play 
and players, it was tough. 

“I thought I’d come in and it 
would be great and rosy like it was 
last year, but it’s not always the 
way. I’ll only become better and 
stronger and hopefully push on.”

Griffiths cancels op 
to aid play-off bid

LUTON Town defender Scott 
Griffiths has delayed his planned 
hernia operation and will instead 
play on through the pain barrier 
while the Hatters’ hopes of reach¬ 
ing the League Two play-offs 
remain alive. 

The left-back had missed the 
previous five games before return¬ 
ing to the side for the 1-0 win at 
Tranmere Rovers on Monday but 
revealed afterwards that he would 
need to have the operation this 
week. 

He was due to go under the knife 
on Thursday but he has found that 
his levels of discomfort have not 
been as bad as first feared follow¬ 
ing the Prenton Park clash. 

Town boss John Still said a spe¬ 
cialist had advised Griffiths that 


he could play on until the end of 
the season with the help of pain 
relief and careful management, so 
he may now feature for the rest of 
the campaign and the play-offs 
should the Hatters make it. 

That is in sharp contrast to what 
Griffiths had said previously with 
the 29-year-old saying after the 
Tranmere game: “It really needs to 
be done otherwise it will get worse 
and I won’t be able to walk properly.” 

Still said: “He played Monday 
had a good rest and was going in 
to have the operation. But after 
the game he felt remarkably good, 
so in consultation with the spe¬ 
cialist we’ve come to a point where 
he can probably get to the end of 
the season. 

“It can’t get any worse, it’s 
whether he can deal with the pain 
side of it and he just feels that we 
have a chance of the play-offs and 
he wants to be involved in that. 

“He feels it can be managed at 


the moment because of the 
amount of rest we can get into him. 
So certainly Saturdays I think will 
not present him any problems, 
whether it’s Tuesday and Saturday 
we’ll have a look at that. 

“The plan now is to have the 
operation as soon as our season 
finishes, unless it becomes so 
painful he can’t. But the surgeon 
seems to feel he’s got over the 
worst part of it. Certain medica¬ 
tion helps him and they’ve found 
the right medication. 

“He couldn’t believe how good 
he felt on Monday and after 
Monday as normally when the 
effects of the tablets wear off you 
get a bit sore. But that wasn’t the 
case so we’re now back to a situa¬ 
tion where we’ll just monitor it 
day by day.” 

Griffiths said after the Tranmere 
game: “It’s been fairly bad, or I 
could feel it, from the end of 
October, start of November. I’ve 


been trying to take painkillers to 
mask it and they’re working a bit. I 
had to up the dosage to a higher 
strength to try to get through 
games. I’ve come off of it quite a 
bit now so I can give my kidneys a 
bit of a rest. 

“It’s extremely aggravating. I’d 
love to be able to play through it 
but the pain is ridiculous. Trying 
to struggle through every training 
session is not doing me any good. 

“It couldn’t have come at a worse 
time. 

“When I had one on my other 
side, when I was 26,1 was jogging 
well within two weeks. Luke 
Rooney, who has just left us, I 
believe he was back in training 
after about two weeks. It just 
depends. 

“There is ligament damage in 
there, which doesn’t help the 
cause, so it might add a little more 
time on, but I’d like to think I’m 
strong enough.”

PAUL Connolly has left Luton Town after 
the defender’s contract was cancelled by 
mutual consent.

“Trust me when I say it wasn’t through 
lack of trying. I wish the players and the 
great fans all the success in the world.

Boss John Still has promised to freshen 
up his squad with Connolly following 
winger Luke Rooney, another recent 
departure, to the exits.
